The third step in Narberth's 
long-term road restoration pro- 
gram will be completed in August, 
George B. Suplee, Borough Public 
Works Superintendent, disclosed 
this week. 

Suplee said that Borough work- 
men had already completed patch- 
ing seven streets and are now 
working on four more. The prelim- 
inary work of rilling in holes in the 
streets must be completed before 
the actual resurfacing work is 
started. 

The streets which have been 
patched are: part of Conway Ave.; 
Dudley Ave., from Haverford Rd. 
to Sabine Ave.; Haverford Ave., 
Wynnedale Ave., Stephany Place. 
Elm Terrace and Stuart Ave. The 
men are now working on the 300 
block of Conway Ave.; Iona Ave., 
from Woodbine Ave. to Montgom- 
ery Ave.; Meeting House Lane and 
Lantwyn Lane. 

Suplee stated that although the 
roads lo be repaired were in very 
had shape due to the severe weath- 
er last winter, the work will prob- 
ably be completed about the third 
week in August. The patching 
work will be finished in a little 
over a week, and the actual resur- 
facing work will be completed in 
three or four days. 

Cost of the work has been esti- 
mated al approximately $2900. II 
will be done by the Ramsdel Con- 
struction Company of Drexel Hill. 
The money for the work has been 
appropriated from funds received 
by the Borough as its share in the 
state gasoline tax refund.

New Polio Victim 
Brings Total to 4 
In I'M Township 

Measles on the Wane; 
Only 2 Cases Last Week ; 
'48 Total So Far Is 1130 

Betty Ann Utz, 2-year-old daugh- 
ter of Lower Merion Township 
patrolman and Mrs. Brady Utz, is 
the township's fourth infantile 
paralysis victim this year, it was re- 
ported Tuesday by Health Officer 
Robert J. Thomas. 

The youngster became ill Monday 
and that afternoon was taken to 
Bryn Mawr Hospital where her ill- 
ness was diagnosed as a mild case 
of polio. She lives at 1516 Powder 
Mill Lane, Wynnewood. with her 
parents and three brothers and sis- 
ters, Brady, Jr., 19, Raymond, 16. 
and Margaret, 14. 

Another polio victim in Bryn 
Mawr Hospital is Neil Graham, 15, 
of 8 Mulberry Lane, Larchmont, 
who became ill July 18 and was re- 
moved to the hospital Monday. His 
3523 S. Norton Ave., Los Angeles, 
could get back logtther again." 

Last week's contagious diseases 
included six cases of mumps, two of 
measles and one each of chicken 
pox, scarlet fever and Rocky Moun- 
tain spoiled fever. 

The measles epidemic seems defi- 
nitely on the wane with hut a scat- 
tering of cases reported in the last 
few weefts. The total number of 
cases reported so far this year is 
1130, an increase of 111" over those 
reported at this time last year. 

Other contagious diseases listed 
so far this year include 152 of 
mumps, 139 of chicken pox, 31 of 
scarlet fever. 13 each of German 
measles and whooping cough, niii" 
of diabetes, seven of cancer, three 
each of rheumatic fever and tuber- 
culosis and two each of pneumonia 
and Rocky Mountain spotted fever'.
